MATERIALS 

3 oz. PATONS QUICKERKNIT

TENSION 

sts. and 7|- rows to one square 
inch on No. 7 needles, measured over 
stocking stitch.

RIGHT FRONT 

Using No. 9 needles, cast on 28 sts. 
Work 12 rows in K.l, P.l rib. 

Change to No. 7 needles and proceed 
in stocking stitch with lace border as 
follows: — 

1st row — P.l, K.5, P.l, K. to end. 
2nd row — K.l, P. to last 9 sts., K.l, 
P.5, K.l, P.l. continued on page 7

HOW TO CHECK 
YOUR TENSION 
Before you knit these designs check 
your tension carefully. Take a pair of 
No. 7 needles and some Batons 
Quickerknit Baby Wool. Cast on 11 
stitches and work in stocking stitch — 



1 row knit; 1 row purl — for 15 rows. 
Cast olT; press lightly on wrong side. 
The tension should be 5| sts. and 
1\ rows to one square inch and the 
knitted square should measure 2 
inches each way. If the square is 
bigger your work is too loose; try a 
size finer needle. If it is smaller your 
work is too tight; try a size coarser 
needle. 

If you knit to the correct tension in 
stocking stitch, you will knit natur- 
ally to the correct tension for any 
stitch in this booklet. If you alter the 
needles to obtain the correct tension 
in stocking stitch corresponding 
alterations must be made to the 
needles throughout.

TENSION 

5^ sts. and 1\ rows to one square inch 
on No. 7 needles, measured over 
stocking stitch. 

See page 2 for how to check your 
Tension^ and Abbreviations. 

RICxHT FRONT 
Using No. 7 needles, cast on 46 sts. 
Work 8 rows in garter stitch (every 
row K.). 

Next row — K. 

Next row — K.l, P. to last 5 sts., K.5. 

Work border as follows: — 

1st row — K.6, * P.3, K.l, rep. from 

* to end. 

2nd row — * K.l, P.3, rep. from * to 
last 6 sts., K.6. 

3rd row — K.5, * P.1, K.3, rep. from 

* to last St., P.l. 

4th row — As 2nd row. 

5th row — As 1 st row. 



6th row — K.l, P. to last 5 sts., K.5. 
7th row — K. 

Keeping garter stitch border correct 
throughout, continue in stocking 
stitch as on last 2 rows until work 
measures 7 ins. from beg., finishing 
at end of a P. row. 

Next row — K.6, K.2 tog., K.2, 
(K.2 tog., K.l, K.3 tog., K.l, 
K.2 tog., K.2) 3 times, K.2 tog., K.l 
(32 sts.T 

Change to No. 9 needles and work 
3 rows in garter stitch. 

Next row (On which a buttonhole 
is worked) — K.2, w.fwd., K.2 tog., 
K. to end. 

Work 3 more rows in garter stitch. 

Change to No. 7 needles and work 
2 rows in stocking stitch. 

Commence yoke patt. as follows: — 
1st row — K.6, * P.3, K.l, rep. from 

* to last 2 sts., P.2. 

2nd row and commencement of arm- 
hole shaping: — Cast otf 3 sts. (1 st. on 
needle after cast-off), P.2, * K.l, P.3, 
rep. from * to last 6 sts., K.6. 

3rd row — K.5, * P.l, K.3, rep. from 

* to last 4 sts,, P.l, K.l, K.2 tog. 

4th row— P.2, * K.l, P.3, rep. from 

* to last 6 sts., K.6. 

Keeping patt. correct as on last 4 
rows, dec. 1 st. at armhole edge on 
next and following alt. row, at the 
same time working a buttonhole on 
10th row from previous buttonhole 
(26 sts.). 

Work 15 rows in patt., working a 
buttonhole as before on 10th row 
from previous buttonhole. 
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** Shape neck as follows: — 

Next row — K.5, slip these sts. on to 
a safety-pin and leave, cast off 2, 
patt. to end. 

Continue in patt., dec. 1 st, at neck 
edge on every row until 14 sts. re- 
main. 

Continue on these sts. until work 
measures 4 ins. from beg. of armhole 
shaping, finishing at armhole edge. 

Shape shoulder by casting off 7 sts.

Using No. 7 needles, cast on 46 sts. 
Work 8 rows in garter stitch.

2nd row— K.6, * P.3, K.i, rep. from

3rd row — P.1, * K.3, P.1, rep. from

4th row — As 2nd row. 

5th row — As 1st row. 

6th row — K.5, P. to last st., K.L 
7th row— K. 

Keeping garter stitch border correct 
throughout, continue in stocking 
stitch as on last 2 rows until work 
measures same as Right Front up to 
waist dec., finishing at end of a 
P. row. 

Next row — K.l, (K.2 tog., K.2, 
K.2 tog., K.l, K.3 tog., K.l) 3 times, 
K.2 tog., K.2, K.2 tog., K.6 (32 sts.). 

Change to No. 9 needles and work 
7 rows in garter stitch. 

Change to No. 7 needles and work 
2 rows in stocking stitch. 

Shape armhole and commence yoke 
patt. as follows: — 

1st row — Cast off 3, P.2, * K.l, P.3, 
rep. from * to last 6 sts., K.6. 



2nd row— K.5, * K.l, P.3, rep. from 

* to end. 

3rd row — K.2 tog., K.l, P.1, * K.3, 
P.1, rep. from * to last 5 sts., K.5. 
4th row — K.5, * K.l, P.3, rep. from 

* to last 3 sts., K.l, P.2. 

Keeping patt. correct as on last 4 
rows, dec. 1 st. at armhofle edge on 
next and following alt. row (26 sts.). 
Work 16 rows in patt. 

Complete as Right Front working 
from ** to end. 

BACK 

Using No. 7 needles, cast on 89 sts. 
Work 8 rows in garter stitch. 

Next row — K. 

Next row— K.l, P. to last st., K.l. 

Work border as follows : — 

1st row — * K.l, P.3, rep. from * to 
last st., K.l. 

2nd row — As 1st row. 

3rd row — * P.1, K.3, rep. from * to 
last st., P.l. 

4th and 5th rows — As 1st row. 

6th row — K.l, P. to last st., K.l. 
7th row — K. • 

Continue in stocking stitch as on last 
2 rows until work measures same as 
Fronts up to waist dec., finishing at 
end of a P. row. 

Next row — K.l, (K2 tog., K 1, 
K.3 tog., K.l, K.2 tog., K.2) 8 times 
(57 sts.). 

Change to No. 9 needles and work 
7 rows in garter stitch. 

Change to No. 7 needles and work 
2 rows in stocking stitch. 

Shape armholes ^nd commence yoke 
patt. as follows: — 

1st row — Cast off 3 sts. (1 st. on 
needle after cast-off), P.2, * K.l, P.3, 
rep. from * to last 3 sts., K.l, P.2. 
2nd row — Cast off 3 sts. (1 st. on 
needle after cast-off), P.2, * K.l, P.3, 
rep. from * to end. 

3rd row — K.2 tog., K.l, P.l, * K.3, 
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P.1, rep. from * to last 3 sts., K.l, 
K.2 tog. 

4th row — P.2, * K.l, P.3, rep. from 
* to last 3 sts., K.l, P.2. 

Keeping patt. correct as on last 
4 rows, dec. 1 st. at both ends of next 
and following alt. row (45 sts.). 
Continue in patt. until work meas- 
ures same as Fronts up to shoulder 
shaping. 

Shape shoulders by casting olf 7 sts. 
at beg. of next 4 rows. 

Cast off. 

SLEEVES 

Using No. 9 needles, cast on 27 sts. 
Work 8 rows in garter stitch. 

Next row — K.3, (inc. in next st., 
K.3) 5 times, inc. in next st., K. to 
end (33 sts.). 

Next row — K.l, P. to last st., K.l. 

Change to No. 7 needles and work 
rows 1 to 5 inch of border as on Back. 
Continue in stocking stitch, inc. 1 st. 
at both ends of 2nd and every follow- 
ing 8th row until there are 41 sts. 
Continue on these sts. until work 
measures 6| ins. from beg., finishing 
at end of a P. row. 



Shape top by casting off 2 sts. at beg. 
of next 2 rows. Dec. 1 st. at both ends 
of next and every alt. row until 23 sts. 
remain, every row until 1 1 sts. 
remain. 

Cast off. 

NECKBAND 

Using a back-stitch seam join shoul- 
ders of Back and Fronts. 

Slip 5 sts. from safety-pin at top of 
Right Front Band on to a No. 9 
needle, with right side of work facing, 
using same needle knit up 44 sts. 
round neck, knit across 5 sts. from 
Left Front Band (54 sts.). 

Work 4 rows in garter stitch working 
a buttonhole as before on 2nd row. 
Cast off. 

TO MAKE UP 

With wrong side of work facing block 
each piece by pinning out round 
edges. Press each piece using a warm 
iron and damp cloth. Using a flat 
seam join side and sleeve seams and 
stitch Sleeves into position. Attach 
buttons. Press all seams.

3rd row— P.2, K.2 tog., w.fwd., K.l, 
w.fwd., K.2 tog.t.b.L, P.2, K. to end.
